THE BENNERTZ DIFFICULTY. 


- Tho object of the Chinese suthoritics 
hero scenis to be to wear down Mr Ben- 
‘nertz, whoye resources are not inexhaus- 
tible, and force him to’ accept a fraction of 
his just claim and give up the steamers, 
which were chartered. to him for threo 
years.” We cannot. find that Mr Bennertz 
isin default in any way; and the matter 
has become of public importunck as a-warn- 
ing to thaso who make contracts with Chi- 
nese offivials, and ‘as an illustration of the 
subservionce of the Customs. Wo under- 
atand that not only is » clearance still re- 
fused to the Kiangning, though there is no 
charge against "her of having infringed any 
Customs regulation, but that a cjearance 
has beon refused to the Wooning ; while as 
to the Ningchow now in Hongkong hur- 
bour, the Emperor of China through his 
Commissionor of Customs at Kowloon, Mr 
H.-M. Hillier, has brought suit for her 
arrest in the colonial Supreme Court. The 
Sin Fokien, ‘the fourth of the steamors 
chartered to Mr Bannertz by the Kiangnan

In 
Canton Dr Yersin, ‘on July. Ist, 1596, 
according to Bishop Chausse, offacted a re 
markabla oure-on «very unmistakeable 
and @ very severe case of plese, Aftor 
showing the Amoy dostor his methods of 
injection, he returned to Saigon. Tr is 
stated in the newspapors in Caina that it 
takes six months to prepare thy serum; 
that Dr Yersin first inoculates rats. and 
then horses, from which s2urces he obtwine 
his fluid. It will bo remembered taat Dr 
Yersin laboured canscigntiously at plague 
during tha summer of , 189$,- and 
the oxcellent work he accomplished “en- 
titles ony bacteriological ressarch undor- 
taken by him to all respect. It'iaa pity 
the treatment he has devised. could not be 
carried out under tho eyes of the medical 
profession in Hongkong, instead of in.the 
seclusion’ of a French misgicn sominary in 
Canton.
